REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this application in view 
of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office stated in a Fax dated June 6, 2007 that independent Claims 19, 
23 and 31 would be allowable if amended as specified in the Fax. Applicant 
thanks Examiner Bullock for indicating the allowable subject matter and has 
amended independent Claims 19, 23 and 31 as provided in the Fax. Accordingly, 
Claims 19, 23, and 3 1 are believed to be in condition for allowance.
